In 1844 the parish of BUTTERTON ST THOMAS was formed from parts of STOKE-UPON-TRENT, 
SWYNNERTON & TRENTHAM. 


In 1940 BUTTERTON ST THOMAS was combined with NEWCASTLE ST GILES to become NEWCASTLE 
ST GILES-CUM-BUTTERTON ST THOMAS.
